Will Withdraw Matin's Note und the He-
quest for Kgan's Emigration and Will
Leave the Valparaise Riot to the United
States Supreme Court—Intense Interest
ot Washington in the Day's Proceeds
Ings ln Congress,

BANTIAGO, Jan, 90.—The Chilian gov-
ernment has sent a reply to the ultima
tum of the United States. The reply §s in
vilect ns [ollows:

Chili agrees to withdraw the offensive
note sent by Senor Matta to all the Chilian
ministers abroad aind acknowledge that ita
fssuance was due to an error or judg-
ment.,

Chili also withdraws its request for the
withdrawal of United States Minister
Egan.

In addition to this the Chilian govern-
ment, in ite answer, proposes that the
affnir of the attack on the Baltimore's
sailors in Valparaiso be submitted to the
arbitration of some nentral nation. If
this proposition is not uacceptable tol.hg
United States government the Chilian
government suggests that the matter be
submitted to the decision of the supreme
court of the United States,

Synopsis of the President’'s Message,

WasRINGTON, Jan. 2. —President Harri-
won's message on the Chilian situation, ac
companied by the documents, correspond
enoce, ete,, in the case, was sent to congress
Monday, The message reviews all of the
evidence in the case, and says he feels com-
pelied to stand upon the demands of the
note of the 2lst inst. to Minister Fgan,
These demnands are that the Chilian gov-
ernment must apologize and make repara-
tion for the assanlt upon the Baltimore's
sailors Oct, 16; that the Matta circular
note of Dec, 13 must be withdrawn, and
the langunge disavowed with as much
publivity as it was cirealated, or diplo-
mutic relations with Chili will cease; that
Mr. Egan’s recnll will not be considered
until these matters are disposed of.  After
stating his reasons for making these de-
maunds the president advises that they be
confirmed and enforeed by congress,

IN THE HANDS OF CONGRESS,

The Statesmen Wil Now Tachis ihe
Quention of 'enco or War,

Wasmiyarox, Jan, 96 —Interest in the
Chilian situation has been tranferred from
the executive departments to the Capitol.
Contrasted with the general feeling of ex-
cited interest prevailing st the latter place
over the president’s messago and the aec-

The matter of the lstter’s
recall in believed to have boen suffiofently
settled by the terms of that note,and there-
fore no reference to itin the reply was
necessary. As was stated Monday night,
if Chili apologized for the Baltimore in-
cident the matter of amount of indemnity
by way of reparation, or whether or not
unything should be pald to the tamilies of
Riggin and Turnbull might very well be-
come the subject of arbitration; but the
apology must come first,

The Supreme Court Propoaition,

The proposition of Chili to throw the
whole thing into the supremo court for
arbiteation is variously viewed. By some
it is thonght to be a declaration by Chili
of full confidence in the justice and right
of her cause; n confidence so great and Im-
plicit that she is willing to make a crest-
ure of the other porty to the controve y
sole judge of its merits, Others, however,
think it i&, in common parlance, a bluil;
and that Chili is not honest or sineere In
her professions. It is recited that Chili
knows how the jurisdiction aond powers of
the =upreme court are restricted and
limited by the constitution and that she
muade the offer, knowing thst it could not
be entertained. The argument 8 ad-
vanced that the supreme conrt cannot and
would not assime jurisdiction ever such a
matter.

Blalne Disputes Jurisdiction.

Thix point was urged in a notable case
only recently. Blaine nud attorney general
made o very strong contention thuat the su-
preme court eannot denl with o matter thas
18 the subject of diplomatic dispute. This
was In the Sayward cuse which grew out
of the Behring sen dispute, The petition
for o writ of prohibition in this cnse was
tuken under consideration by the court
upon the ground that it was n legal gues
tion and not a diplomatic dispute that was
brought before them.

The reply of Chili was the subject
of aconsultation between the president
and Secretmry Blaine at a Inte hour yester-
day afternoon, as well as ot the
meeting  of the cabinet st noon.
The wiews of the United States gov-
ernment upon the reply will probably uot
he communiented to Chili fora day or two,
In the meantime the text of the message of
Minister Egnn, it Is expected, will be sent
to the committee on foreign affaies in the
two housex of vongress for their informs-
tion and to aid them in the considerstion
of the president's message nnd necompany-
ing documents teansmitted Monday.

Will Not Arbltrate the Apology.

Fuorther inguiry last night strengthened
the impression that the reply of Chill is
not satisfactory to the members of the
United Stautes government, Although the
wnswer proposes  to withdmw the Matia
note, the tenor of the offer is not agreeable,
The proposition said o be contained in the
reply to nrbitrate the Baltimore adfair is
taken to mean the whole question, whether
or not Chili shall apologise as well as pay
indemnity.
